A preliminary report on tha pro- 


posed Elk Grovo Village $23 million 
municipal bond sale for Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center shows tho Is- 
sue Is feasible If a number of condi- 
tions are met. 


Tho report, prepared by Ernest and 


Ernst accountants, outlines projected 
revenues of tho hospital for the next 
four years based on completion of fa- 
cilities and debt refinancing that 
would bo made possible by tho bond 
sale. Approval of tho construction of 
those facilities, however, Is required 
by several comprehensive health-plan- 
ning agencies, according to tho re- 
port 


Tho study was released Monday by 


Elk Grave Village Prcs. Charles Zct- 
tck after hospital officials revoked an 
earlier pledge to disclose plans for the 
bond sale. The study Is dated April 29, 
1073. Village officials have said they 
»ere first approached by hospital ad- 
ministrators with tho bond request 
May 5. 


Tilt: PROJECTION period for the 


report is through Dec. 31, 1970 and 
based on financial Information sup- 
plied by tho hospital management In- 
vestment bankers and Its architect for 
tho proposed $14 million debt refi- 
nancing and S4 million expansion and 
renovation program through the bond 
sale. Tho remaining $3 million In tho 
bond Issue proceeds are required to 
bo placed In escrow and $1 million Is 
set aside to cover tho hospital's ex- 
penses of arranging tho sale. 


Tho report Indicates that "sufficient 


revenue and cash flow could bo gener- 


ated to meet tho operating expenses 
of tho proposed facilities and the debt 
service requirements of the proposed 
$25,525,000 bond issue during the peri- 
od of the projections" If several condi- 
tions are met. 


The conditions are first that the Elk 


Grove Village Board continue its will- 
ingness to sell the tax-exempt bonds 
for tho hospital. The trustees have 
given only preliminary approval of 
(lie deal. 


CONSTRUCTION BIDS also must 


bo within the $4 million area antici- 
pated by hospital officials for the ex- 
pansion and renovation of facilities to 
bo completed by October 1978, accord- 
Ing to the report. 


Tho construction program is to in- 


clude completion In tho new wing of 
the hospital of about 39 office suites 
for physicians, space for 20 additional 
medical-surgical beds, 12 additional 
coronary and intensive caro beds, ex- 
panded ancillary and outpatient ser- 
vices, an assembly hall, various 
spaces for pastoral care, sodal ser- 
vices, resident physician quarters and 
In-service education. 


Also, expansion of clinical labora- 


tory services, administrative services, 
and cafeteria in the original hospital 
b u i l d i n g . Parking facilities are 
planned for tho physicians' 
office 


building and for the mental health 
and rehabilitation unit. 


Tho report says that approval of 


several agencies is required before 
tho hospital could proceed with tho 
construction program including tho II-

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Schaumburg 
woman gets 
3-9 years 
in plot to 
kill husband 


Marlene Swimlcy of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years In prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said in passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swimley lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers arc not usually cold and de- 
tached, he said. 


Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd, posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
Louis Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May 1, 


a 10-woman, 2-man jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt. 
Col. Duanc A. Swimley, 46. 


MRS. SWIMLEY was arrested Jan. 


24, 1974 outside the 
Woodficld 


Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladlno, a state's attorney's in- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said, "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Except for a little bit of 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In prcsentencing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danr, of Lonbard, 
Invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DeRose about an airline refund check 
that bank records indicate was depos- 
ited In their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out In a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony It was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking If he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Enderle 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


Icy denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery.

Holiday traffic deatlis increase 


Tho number of traffflc fatalities 


over tho Memorial Day weekend in- 
creased despite continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on tho nations 
highways. 


Figures for tho first of the worm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to tho trend set for Memorial 
Day 1974 when 390 persons were killed 
in traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


The lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted in part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1974, tho National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons in- 
cluded tho energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1974 were 48,000 


the lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 55,800. In 
Illinois there were'1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1974 compared to 2,331 In 1973.

Monday showed 366 persons had died 
on tho nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day.

resulting1 in the death of a Waukegan man were among 
the worst accidents In Illinois during the Memorial Day 
holiday. 


By late afternoon Monday, UPI's fatality count In 


Illinois snowed 12 persons had died In traffic accidents, 
five In a plane crash and five In drownings. 


State police said 26 persons were killed in traffic acci- 


dents in Illinois during the 1974 three-day Memorial 
holiday and 29 died during the three-day period In 1973. 


AMONG THE ACCIDENTS marring the holiday this 


year was the crash Saturday night of a single-engine 
plane carrying the Edward Kikclo family of Chicago. 
Police said Kikclo, his wife, two children and his sister, 
were en route to their Wisconsin farm when the plane 
went down. Their bodies were found Sunday night. 


In a two-car accident Monday, Benny Levy Jr. of 


Waukegan was killed and five persons injured. Police 
said Levy's car veered across the median on Interstate 


55 near Joliet and hit a car driven by Henry Walters. 


A number of children were among the victims of holi- 


day accidents. 


Six-year-old Colin Smith died near.Naperville when he 


darted in front of a squad car. Thirteen-year-old Bryan 
King of Quincy was killed by a hit-and-run driver while 
riding his bicycle Sunday night. Three teen-age boys 
from Chicago, Charleston and DeKalb drowned in sepa- 
rate incidents, and a Chicago youth was electrocuted in 
a backyard accident at his home. 


IN OTHER ACCIDENTS, David Klelman, 19, of Hess- 


ville, Ind., was killed In Bloom Township when his car 
struck an object and crashed on the Calumet Ex- 
pressway. 


Thomas Zaborsky, 25, Worth, was killed early Sunday 


when his car crashed head-on with a car driven by 
Pantelis Peronls, 21, Crown Point, Ind., who was se- 
riously injured. Police said Peronls was driving the 
wrong way in the eastbound lane of Interstate 80 when 
the accident occurred.

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Poor get—you guessed it—the least 
Rich benefit most from tax laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Treasury 


figures show that the wealthiest 1.2 
p«r cent of taxpayers draw 23 per 
cent ot the benefits from tax-law ex- 
elusions, exemptions, deductions, 
credits, preferences and deferrals. 


These tax provisions — called "tax 


expenditures" — reduced tho amount 
of taxes that otherwise would havo 
been paid In 1974 by $S8 billion, tho 
Treasury figures show. 


Of that amount, $13.4 billion in 


benefits went to tho 1.2 per cent of 
taxpayers whose adjusted gross In- 
come was over $50,000. 


SEN. WALTER F. Mondalc, 


D-Mlnn., a member of tho Senate 
Budget Committee, published the fig- 
ures Monday with a call for scrutiny 
of tax expenditures to "make certain 
they are serving tho purposes for 
which they were intended efficiently 
and at tho lowest possible cost." 


"If tho federal government Is, In ef- 


fect, going to bo spending money to 


support or reward certain activities, 
we must determine whether it mokes 
sense to do so under a. system which 
provides tho highest benefits to those 
with tho highest incomes," Mondalc 
said. 


The Treasury figures, prepared at 


his request, show that the poorest tax- 
payers receive the least benefit from 
tax expenditures. 


Tho 48.9 per cent of taxpayers with 


adjusted gross Income — income 
minus business expenses — of $10,000 
or less received only $8.6 billion worth 
of tax relief from tax expenditures — 
16,6 per cent of tho total. 
MIDDLE-INCOME taxpayers — those 
with adjusted gross incomes between 
$10,000 and $20,000 — accounted for 
38.5 per cent of all tax returns but 
only 30.6 per cent of tax expenditures.

emption for homeowners older than 65 
is structured so senior citizens with 
Incomes of $7,000 or lower who live in 
moderately priced homes won't re- 
ceive any additional benefits, the local 
township assessor said. 


The homestead exemption recently 


wns Increased by the legislature from 
$1,500 to $2,000. It allows an elderly 
property owner to deduct part of the 
assessed value of his home on which 
real estate taxes are based. 


WITH THE 
OLD homcstcad-cx- 


cmptlon level of SI,500, the average 
senior citizen in the Northwest sub- 
urbs was able to save $115 per year 
on real estate taxes. With tho new 
$2,000 exemption, the average amount 
saved will be closer to $155, Theroux 
said. 


But while the increased exemption 


reduces tax bills, tho .lower tax bills, 
In turn, can cut benefits some home- 
owners receive on anothcrprogram to 
aid the elderly, the "circuit breaker."

$900 per year (an estimated $50,000 
mniket value), even an elderly home- 
owner who makes $2,000 per year will 
get an increase in benefits. 


LAWMAKERS may already havo 


overused tax exemption relief to se- 
nior citizens as a way of helping the 
elderly, Theroux said. He said many 
low-Income senior citizens with small 
homes are paying virtually no real es- 
tate taxes now as a result of the vari- 
ous programs. 
. "Further benefits for this group will 
probably have to be based on criteria 
other than property taxes," Theroux 
said. 


Theroux prepared his analysis of 


benefits for the elderly to help local 
village officials, senior citizens' com- 
missions, local legislators, senior citi- 
' zcns* clubs, township officials and the 
countywlde Suburban Cook County 
Area Agency on Aging In counseling 
senior citizens about benefits avail- 
able to them under the slate tax ex- 
emptions, circuit breaker and cash 
grant program.

President Ford Monday signed a bill authorizing the spending of 


$1.1 billion to cover operating expenses as well as better equipment 
and service by Am track, the semi-public national rail passenger 
corporation. Ford, in a statement announcing his signing of the 1075 
Amtrak Improvement Act, said this bill would give the corpo- 
ration's directors "the flexibility necessary" to manage affairs 
effectively and "this should result In improved intercity rail passen- 
ger service." 


The measure authorized $245 million In appropriations for capital 


grants, and additional spending of $873 million to help Amtrak meet 
operating expenses through 1077.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford paid homage to the nation's war 
dead on Memorial Day and warned 
Americans would risk their freedom 
unless they maintain the military 
might to deal with future International 
law-breakers. 


"Although we live in a rapidly 


changing world, some things remain 
the same," Ford said in noontime cer- 
emonies at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. 


"One is the need to maintain our 


military strength. For as long as 
there are lawbreakers in the world, 
wo must have the strength and the 
resolve to stand up for what is right." 


"It is the price wo have always paid 


for being free. It is the price we must 
be willing to pay In the future." 


A crowd, estimated at about 4,500 


by cemetery officials, broke Into ap- 
plause at that point In Ford's brief 
speech — delivered In an outdoor am- 
phitheater 
immediately 
after the 


President had placed a wreath of red, 
white and blue flowers on the marble 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 


Ford made no specific mention of 


the Communist victories In South 
Vietnam and Cambodia, or of the 
crisis triggered by the Cambodian 
seizure of the unarmed U.S. merchant 
ship Mayaguez. 


But the President said "the United 


States will not falter in its determina- 
tion" to get an accounting of Ameri- 
cans still listed as "missing In action" 
long after U.S. withdrawal from the 
Vietnam war. 


And, in an apparent reference to the 


IS Americans killed in the Mayaguez 
rescue operation, he said: "Today we 
pay tribute not only to our war-time 
dead, but to those who made the same 
sacrifice In keeping the peace. They 
have proven that the quality of hero- 
ism — of love of country and willing- 
ness to serve in time of troubles — - 
beats just as strong in American 
hearts today as ever." 


On the way to the ceremony, the 


President passed row after row of 
tombstones marking the graves of 
more than 165,000 U.S. servicemen 
who have been buried there after ev- 
ery war since the Revolution. Min- 
iature America flags fluttered In front 
of the graves. 


The President said he hoped the na- 


tion could enjoy the fruits of peace 
made possible by those who died in 


service to the country. "They will not 
have died in vain — and their loved 
ones will not have suffered in vain — 
if we vow to live our lives In the cause 
of honor, freedom, and justice that 
they so gallantly served," he said. 


The morning was cold and gray but 


the weather cleared as the traditional 
ceremony of remembrance began. 


Ford drove across the Potomac riv- 


er to the cemetery after holding an 
early morning meeting with his top 
economic policy advisors In prepara- 
tion for his upcoming trip to Europe. 


Ford will leave Wednesday, with 


stops In Brussels and Spain before go- 
ing to Austria to discuss the Middle 
East situation with Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat He will head back 
to Washington June 3rd after seeing 
Pope Paul in Rome. 


U.S. to hear Ford energy talk 
Plan will increase gasoline prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford will impose another $1 tariff on 
each barrel of imported crude oil 
Juno 1, a move that will push the 
price of a gallon of gasoline 1.5 cents 
higher, White House sources said 
Monday. 


Ford will announce his decision at 


7:30 p.m. CDT Tuesday in a 10-min- 
ute, broadcast speech to the nation 
from his White House office. 


The White House said Ford was act- 


ing "In the absence of any congres- 
sional action" on the comprehensive 
energy conservation bill he sent to 
Capitol Hill five months ago. 


Ford couldn't wait any longer, one 


aid said, because "Congress has done 
nothing." 


The President Imposed the first of 


three planned $1 tariff boosts on im- 
ported crude oil Feb. 1 in an effort to 
curb domestic consumption and re- 
duce reliance on foreign oil through 
higher prices. 


He later postponed the March and 


April tariff increases to give Congress 
more time to draft an alternative 
plan. 


White House sources said Ford 


would "harshly criticize" the House 
and Senate for falling to act. 


Ford's address will come with Con- 


gress in the midst-of a 10-day Memor- 
ial Day recess. 


If Ford chooses to lift the oil import 


tariff to $2 per barrel, administration 
officials have said gasoline prices 
would go up a penny and a half a 
gallon, other petroleum products 
prices would climb and many con- 
sumers would have to pay more for 
higher production and distribution 
costs. 


These officials said the President 


felt higher prices would cut con- 
sumption and reduce U.S. reliance on 
foreign oil. 


Ford, in an Interview last Friday, 


said imposing the extra tariff might 
spur a Congress that had "failed very 


badly" by starting its holiday recess 
without acting on an energy bill. 


Democratic congressional leaders 


have promised quick action on energy 
legislation after members return Juno 
2nd. But it appeared they were far 
from united. 


The House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee has approved legislation that 
would raise taxes on gasoline from 3 
cents a gallon next January 1 to 20 
cents a gallon if consumption is not 
reduced. That bill also would levy a 
tax on cars that do not have high fuel 
efficiency and it would limit oil Im- 
ports. 


The Committee chairman, Rep. Al 


Ullman, D-Oro., predicted Sunday 
that the bill would win House approv- 
al with few significant revisions and 
be sent to the Senate promptly. 


Ford also has been threatening to 


start phasing out price controls on all 
domestically produced oil. 


The White House announcement 


Monday gave no Indication whether 
Ford would deal with that in his 
speech, but administration sources 
said the President probably would wait 
a little longer before taking any ac- 
tion in that area. 


Lifting domestic oil price controls 


now would more than double the pre- 
sent cost of $5.25 per barrel for about 
half the oil produced in the U.S. The 
sources said Ford might prefer mere- 
ly to let the present controls expire 
August 31. 


But administration sources said 


Ford felt that he could not wait so 
long for Congress to act without tak- 
ing some steps of his own and that his 
consideration of the additional tariff 
was influenced partly by reports that 
Arab oil producers were planning to 
raise their prices, perhaps by $2 per 
barrel in September. 


Said one source: "If the President 


goes ahead with the second $1 of the 
tariff now, maybe the oil cartel will 
not make such a large increase." 


Administration officials, Including 


Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb, have been trying for weeks to 
work out a compromise bill with con- 
gressional Democrats. Ford got an 
updated report on those negotiations 
Saturday at a 90 minute meeting with 
key energy advisors. • 


On Sunday, as Ullman was speaking 


optimistically of the prospects for con- 
gressional action, House democratic 
leader, Thomas P. O'Neill of Mass., 
was quoted as saying that the outlook 
still was uncertain. 


He told the Boston Globe he saw "no 


possibility" of getting approval for a 
20 cent per gallon Increase in the 
gasoline tax and "it's tough to write 
an energy bill, particularly when the 
crisis is not visible."

The new concept of grocery marketing depends on tho 


shopper performing functions ordinarily done by em- 
ployes, enabling lower pricing. The store has further 
cut costs by offering "tender cut" meat which Nowby 
says has "USDA-lnspectcd, leaner than choice grades, 
and mechanically tenderized." 


Fresh fruits and vegetables arc displayed in a whole- 


sale market stylo with less trimming than In con- 
ventional stores.

THE REGIONAL Youth Services 


Bureau serves residents of Palatine, 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove town- 
ships. The townships support its hot- 
line and health services with $19,000 
each year In federal revenue-sharing 
allocations. 


Teen-agers have requested informa- 


tion on contraceptives, venereal dis- 
ease, abortion and other health prob- 
lems from the bureau, Mrs. Ross 
said. 


"They can go to the Crossroads 


Clinic In Palatine for medical tests 
and examinations, and they can learn 
somo of the basics about health prob- 
lems in their high schools, but there 
aren't too many places they cnn go to 
ask health questions openly nnd con- 
fidentially," she said. 


Mrs. Ross said she Is planning to 


distribute n regular health newsletter 


• to teens throughout the three-township 
area to give them updated health in- 
formation. 


She also is planning to have written 


and audio-visual health information 
available in her offices at The Bridge 
Youth Services, 434V4 E. Northwest 
Hwy. in Palatine, for teen-agers and 
their parents to use. 


"TEEN-AGERS seem willing to ask 


for accurate information but don't 
have enough places to find it. Adults 
are Just the opposite. Many of them 
want to know more about the same 
health problems, but are afraid to 
ask," she said. 


The bureau has been offering free- 


part-time health counseling to teen- 
agers for tho past year, 'most of 
which has centered around unwanted 
pregnancy," said Margaret E. Her- 
man, bureau director. 


"We have been trying to help these 


girls decide what they should do about 
their pregnancy, and then we refer 
them to the agencies that can help 
them the most," Mrs. Herman said. 


The bureau's part-time health coun- 


selor, Diane Wilkinson, counseled 45 
teen-age girls on problem'pregnancy 
last month compared to 23 girls who 
were counseled on pregnancy in April 
1974, Mrs. Herman said. • 


"More teen-agers are becoming re- 


laxed about coming here and talking 
with a professional about their health 
problems. We're not out to duplicate 
s e r v i c e s offered by other area 
agencies. But we do have information 
resources that are not as available to 
them In this area," she said. 


MRS. ROSS said she plans to ex- 


pand the hours that health counseling 


will be available at the bureau, and is 
compiling a list of suburban agencies 
that teens can be referred to for vari- 
ous medical problems, she snid. 


Teens can presently call the bu- 


reau's hotline at 358-TALK to moke an 
appointment with a health counselor 
on weeknights and weekends. 


She also is planning "rap sessions" 


and seminars this summer at loca- 
tions in all three townships where both 
teens and adults can talk about health 
questions and problems, she said.

up. Any number use trlsodlum phos- 
phate solutions. There are com- 
mercial preparations with just this so- 
lution. 


One of our correspondents used a 


cup of dishwasher detergent In a half- 
bucket of very hot water and went to 
work with a kitchen bastcr and hand 
brush. She wiped the stones with a 
mild solution of household b'each and 
warm water. Anyone who tries clean- 
ing a fireplace should remember that 
strong solutions coll for cither plastic 
buckets or glass containers. 


Dear Dorothy: There Is a "miracle" 


to cure oU-otaincd "miracle" fabrics. 
It's that oil soap made specifically for 
use on furniture. Its only drawback Is 
that It looks anil smells like axle 
grease. Out put a little on the finger, 
apply to an oil stain, rub in, then 
throw Into tho washer with the other 
clothes and wash as usual Dry, tho 
"miracle" fabric Is back to mint con- 
dition. —Joyce Manko 


Dear Dorothy: Our poinscttia plant 


was all brown and dry. I mixed some 
African violet food with one nsplrln In 
a cup of water and poured it into tho 
plant.

Is it hyperventilation? 


My daughter It legally blind and Is 28 year* old. For about two 


yean she hai been having attacks that the doctor lays are hyper- 
ventlUtlon. She doesn't know why It happens and Is very distressed 
about them. 


Her hands get numb and she breathes awfully fast and a few 


times she got dlny. 


f can't afford to be going to different doctors all the time, and she 


wants help to badly. One doctor gave her tranqullliers and that 
didn't help at all. The doctor said something was troubling her and 
that CBUHS the attacks, but she doesn't know what she Is worried 
about, and It happens when she Is relaxed and having no problems. 
No doctor has helped her. Could you please give us some reason 
why It could happen and please could you tell us what could be 
done for It. 


The first day she took the prescribed tranqullizer the fell and 


split her forehead quite badly. The doctor reduced the dose, but It 
didn't help her one bit. 


She has several attacks a week and then may not have any for a 


couple of weeks. They happened twice In church. We tell her to 
relax, but she says she tried and It Just scares her when her hands 
gel numb. 


Hyperventilation attacks aro simply attacks of over-breathing. 


You have noticed that she breathes rapidly when one of these at- 
tacks occur. Our body chemistry Is very sensitive to changes. When 
you ovcrbrcatho you blow-off too much carbon dioxide, and it up- 
sets the body chemistry. The change affects tho acid-alkaline bal- 
ance. 


The chemical change In turn causes the small blood vessels to 


open up too much and If a person is standing upright or even seated 
upright he may feel dizzy or actually develop a deep faint. 


There Is even a change In the stato of calcium In the body. These 


changes cause the spasm of the hands that you have noted. 


Tho cause of ovcrbraathlng can bo anxiety. The trick Is finding 


out what causes the anxiety. Just having a medical problem and 
not understanding it can make a person anxious. That Is why It is 
so Important to make sure a patient understands his or her Illness 
If she has one. 


THERE IS NO WAY I can tell why your daughter is having 


attacks of hyperventilation. One would need to know her.and her 
concerns, ambitions and relations with other people, In short, some 
of tho psychological factors that are Important to her responses. 
She may not be aware of being anxious, and most people who 
hyperventilate won't notice they ore doing it until it starts causing 
symptom* as you describe. 


Regardless of the psychological factors that may be causing the 


attacks you can do something to minimize the problem. First recog- 
nlzo that It Is not a serious medical problem and it is not going to 
causo her any harm. 


Second, when an attack does occur, or she feels tho sensation 


starting, aha can concentrate on breathing slowly and very shallow- 
ly. This will help her to build up her level of carbon dioxide in the 
blood and readjust her chemistry. I don't advise breath-holding 
though as that can precipitate a fainting episode. If possible she 
should lie down during the episode to avoid any tendency to faint. If 
she controls her breathing the attack will subside quickly.

Tlio Electoral College, our sys- 


tem for choosing presidents, 
needs to be scrapped. 


Based on the Founding Fa- 


thers' philosophy of limiting the 
franchise, and fear of mob rule, 
the system grants the choice of 
each state the entire Electoral 
College vote from that state. The 
system served the nation in an 
earlier time, but In the early 
19th Century, the principle of 
popular election became accept- 
ed almost universally. 


People today expect that the 


will of the majority will deter- 
mine the next president.

The Electoral College is nut 


simply a quaint holdover; it 
could elect the candidate receiv- 
ing the fewer number of votes 
nationally, an event that would 
cast a shadow over the new 
presidency. 


You don't have to go back any 


further than 1068 to see that our 
Electoral College could obstruct 
the popular will. In that year, 1! 
was fctircd that George Wall- 
ace's third party candidacy 
would cause a deadlock in the 
Electoral College and force the 
decision Into Congress. 


To rule out such possibilities, 


t h e Constitution should be 
amended to provide direct selec- 
tion of the president A measure 
to accomplish that has been in- 
troduced by Sen. Birch Bayh, 
D-Ind. 


B a y h' s measure, however, 


falls short of what is needed, 
and we hope it will be changed 
at on early stage. 


Under Bayh's amendment, if 


the leading candidate gains less 
than 40 per cent of the total pop- 
ular vote, the election would be 
handed to Congress, which then 
would pick the president. 


We agree that a candidate 


should be able to muster at least 
40 per cent support to be elect- 
ed; however, making Congress 
the arbiter In such a circum- 
stance is not the proper ap- 
proach. If popular choice is de- 
sired, then a runoff election 
seems the logical procedure to 
insure a majority president. The 
runoff process is used in several 
states and in other countries. 


Bayh's amendment should be 


changed and then speedily acted 
upon by Congress and sent to the 
states. 


The Electoral College denied 


the popular election of a presi- 
dent in 1824, 1876 and 1888. We 
should ensure that does not occur 
again. In 200 years of existence, 
the nation has learned to live 
with undiluted majority rule in 
Its other elections, and it's time 
the process for selecting presi- 
dents is brought into line with 
our national commitment to pop- 
ular rule.

Peoria run New York City

WASHINGTON - New York City is 


reported on the verge of bankruptcy 
and may soon be holding a "going out 
of business" salo. 


Municipal closing ore nothing new, 


of course. There was a time when the 
countryside was veritably dotted with 
ghost towns. But New York's folding 
would mark the first time a major 
metropolis bos gone under. 


The Immediate problem is $1 billion 


In bills due the end of June. Refusal 
of the U.S. government and private 
banks to lend the city any money ap- 
pears to have exhausted conventional 
sources of relief. 


Before the sheriff arrives to padlock 


the Joint, however, there are a couple 
of other remedies that might be tried. 


One possibility that should be ex- 


plored is a merger with another city. 
Mergers to prevent foreclosures ore a 
common practice in the business 
world and could well work for munici- 
palities as well. 


The idea would be for New York to 


merge with a city that is still finan- 
cially sound. I'm not familiar with 
the fiscal condition of American 
cities, but for Illustration purposes 
let's have New York merge with Peo- 
rla. 


Peoria would assume New York's 


debts and at the same take over the 
management of the city. 


In other words, Instead of function- 


ing as an independent metropolis, 
New York would be operated as a 
subsidiary of Peoria. 


I imagine the first thing Peoria 


would do would be to reopen New 
York under a new name. 


At present, because of such nick- 


names as "Fun City" and "Baghdad 
on the Hudson," New York has a rath- 
er frivolous image. So Peoria would 
want its subsidiary's new name to 
project an aura of stability and sub- 
stantiality. 


In short, a name that would play in 


Peoria. 


I'm only spiralling now, but they 


might want to change New York's 


name to Peoria East. That has a nice 
solid ring to it. 


There's no reason, however, for the 


merging to end there. Just as con- 
glomerates, in which one firm takes 
over a variety of other firms, have 
helped keep certain businesses afloat, 
the salvation of our cities might be 
found In "meglomerates." 


Once Peoria has gotten New York, 


or Peoria East, back on its feet, it 


could merge with several other hard- 
pressed cities, like ITT taking over 
Wonder Bread. 


Oh, you'll probably hear a lot of 


yelps that Peoria Is gaining municipal 
monopoly. If so, maybe Congress will 
grant it antitrust immunity, like base- 
ball. 


Better a monopolistic Peoria than a 


defunct New York.

All across America, citizens are 


using their common sense and a 
few basic facts to work for a halt 
to further nuclear power plant de- 
velopment and a shutdown of 
existing plants.

electricity that endangers 
the 


very viability of our plnnct, not 
only for us but for future gener- 
ations as well. Even the very dir- 
tiest coal plant can't claim that 
distinction. 


During each year of "normal" 


operation, each and every one of 
the thousand largo nuclear plants 
projected by the turn of the centu- 
ry win produce the radioactive 
equivalent of 1,000 Hiroshima 
weapons. And because this radio- 
active poison is so fiendishly toxic 
for the next 100,000 years and 
longer, It must bo more than 99.99 
per cent contained essentially for- 
ever. Escape of just 1 per cent in 
a fully developed nuclear econo- 
my with 1,000 plants would equal 
the release of 10,000 Hiroshima 
weapons annually. 
'So a decision to "go nuclear" is 
a decision to trust the nuclear in- 
dustry to be more than 99.99 per 
cent perfect It hasn't been to 
date, and no other industry ever 
has cither. How many even come 
close to 99 per cent? Yet failure to 
meet this requirement will result 
in a grotesquely, irreversibly con- 
taminated planet 


Of ail the poisons created by nu- 


clear power, the most dangerous is 
probably plutonium, 400 pounds 
of which is produced each year 
per plant It doesn't Just go away 
— it takes 21,000 years for just 
half of it to decay. And it is a 
killer. Just one pound, evenly dis- 
tributed, represents enough poison 
to produce nine billion human 
lung cancers. 


The cancer hazard of plutonium 


is reason for sensible people to in- 
slat that nudear power be 
stopped. But in addition, pluto- 
nium is the material from which 


nuclear weapons can be made. 
Just 20 pounds and the knowledge 
that can be found in popular en- 
cyclopedias and textbooks is all 
that is needed to produce a work- 
able weapon. Hence, the in- 
troduction of nuclear power ush- 
ers in the age of private atomic 
bombs. Attempts to prevent theft 
and use of plutonium by black- 
mailers, terrorists, deranged per- 
sons, mobsters, etc. could in- 
stantly erase our civil liberties, 
and still fail to prevent the chaos 
of nuclear terrorism. 


Unfortunately you can't hove 


nuclear power and not have radio- 
active waste, including plutonium. 


The advocates of nuclear power 


argue that we need the energy. 
That is agreed, but nuclear fission 
is not the answer. Since nuclear 
power could only supply about 30 
per cent of our demand by the 
turn of the century, a massive in- 


vestment in non-nuclear tech- 
nology is going to have to be 
made anyway. And clean solar 
energy is the obvious alternative 
to dangerous nuclear power. 


Even now, despite efforts by in- 


dustry and government to hold 
back the development of solar 
power systems, no new technology 
need be developed to replace the 
2-3 per cent of our energy demand 
now met by nuclear power. All 
that is needed is mass production 
of solar equipment to bring costs 
down. Automobiles certainly we- 
ren't cost competitive either until 
mass production began. 


Unfortunately, big industry and 


big government ore presently 
committed to nuclear power, so 
citizen action to reverse that pol- 
icy is urgently needed. Fighting 
nuclear power now could make a 
difference for centuries to come.

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'Sure thing' bargaining bill looks dead

A bill regulating collective bargain* 


Ing for public employes, onco consid- 
ered a sura thing In this teuton of the 
Illinois General Assembly, has run 
Into a decided lack of enthusiasm 
from Democrats loyal to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


The Illinois Senate, during Its hectic 


final hours last week, killed a mea- 
sure supported by the Illinois Educa- 
tion Assn. which would have set up a 
procedure for collective bargaining 
for the stale's school teachers. An 
Identical bill passed tho House, thus 
giving tho Senate a second chance to 
pass the measure. 


Another bill, establishing collective- 


bargaining procedures for all public 
employes, Including police and fire- 
men, passed tho House earlier, but 
has been referred to a subcommittee

of tho Senate Labor and Commerce 
Committee, and observers give It 
little chance of being voted on this 
session. 


WILLIAM IIENKEL, a lobbyist for 


a cooperative organization of subur- 
ban school districts, Monday said the 
Senate's action on tho IEA-supported 
bill makes It clear "there won't be 
any support from tho Daley Demo- 
crats this session for collective bar- 
gaining." 
' Hcnkcl and others see the opposition 
from tho Daley forces as the result of 
Daley's reluctance to bargain with 
city workers. At one point during tho 
Senate debate on tho 1EA bill, the 
sponsor, Sen. Terry Bruce, D-Olncy, 
amended tho bill to exclude Chicago 
from Its provisions. Tho bill was de- 
feated anyway. 


Henkcl said the defeat "shows that 


it doesn't matter whether Chicago is 
In or out of the bill. There isn't going 
to bo a bill this session." 


SEN.'JOHN Graham, R-Barrlngton, 


a member of the Senate Labor and 
Commerce Committee, agreed with 
Henkel's assessment. 


"There Is not much enthusiasm In 


the Senate for a collective-bargaining 
bill," he said. "With the great divi- 
sions within the Democratic Party I 
just don't believe there Is a chance for 
a collective bargaining bill this ses- 
sion." 


Officials of the TEA, the state's 


largest teachers' union, said following 
tho defeat In the Senate, that they 
plan to exert "Increased pressure" on 
senators to try to pass the House- 
passed legislation. 


Tho IEA already had announced 


major rallies June 11 and June 18 In 
Springfield in support of collective- 
bargaining legislation, which IEA 
Pres. Woody Lee has called "the 
Magna Carta of 'education In this 
state." 


The IEA proposal Includes a provi- 


sion giving teachers the right to strike 
and also calls for establishment of the 
State Educational Employment Board 
to administer mediation and arbi- 
tration procedures.

Go fly.. .er.. .ride a Mte 


by JILL BETTNER 


Don't Just fly a kite this spring, hop 


on and take a rido. It's called sky- 
sailing and If you can move your tail 
and have more than just a Itttie chutz- 
pah, you can do It. 


Sky-sailing'or hang-gliding Is not for 


tho timid, but if you don't mind a few 
bumps and bruises and a little "run- 
way rash," it's a great way to experi- 
ence the wildly exhilarating freedom 
of flight. 


This Is'a sport for the young and 


. adventurous, willing to take the risks 
' Involved for the thrill of it all They 
meet every weekend at the best sky- 
sailing spot around here, Warren 
Dunes, Mich., about two hours from 
Chicago off Interstate 94. 


DAVE SNOOK and Paul Maids, co- 


owners of Four Winds Sports, Mount 
Prospect, were among the first in the 
area to take up sky-sailing about two 
years ago; The sport has been popular 
in California since the early 1960s. 


Maids said when the two first start- 


ed flying at tho dunes, they had the 
whole 200 foot sky-sailing hill to them- 
selves. Tht hill now is literally cov- 
ered every Saturday and Sunday with 
the bright-colored kites that resemble 
huge striped butterflies and average 
about $500 each. 


It's no wonder, considering that 


Snook and MaMs take the credit for 
training more than 4,200 "pilots" from 
the Chicago area, many of whom 
have since opened Uiclr own schools. 


Through a cooperative agreement be- 


tween Four Winds Sports and sev- 
eral park districts in the Northwest 
suburbs, area residents can get a 
break on the cost of learning the 
sport. By signing up for instruction at 
the school through a park district, the 
fee for the required ground school and 
a day of flying at Warren Dunes is 
$39.50. Four Winds normally charges 
$45. Participating park districts in- 
clude Elk Grove, Palatine, Boiling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


IN EVENING ground-school ses- 


sions, Snook and Maids go over the 
components of tho Dacron and alumi- 
num sky-sail and "hang" their stu- 
dents from the ceiling of the store at 
109 W. Prospect Ave. to give everyone 
an idea of what it feels like to be sus- 
pended from the kite while wearing 
the required harness and helmet. 


The instructors also cover the his- 


tory of the most popular type of sky-' 
sail, the "Rogallo Wing," named for 
its co-Inventors, Francis Rogallo, a 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration engineer, and his wife, 


Gertrude. The Rogallos designed the 
kite in 1948, but the one-man glider is 
as old as Leonardo Da Vinci, who first 
conceived it in the 16th Century. 


Out at tht dunes, the work begins. 


Contrary to what most people think, 
there's more to sky-sailing than drag- 
ging tho kite up to the top of the hill 
and Jumping off. 


For the novice, getting the thing off 


the ground is tho toughest part until 
you get the hang of it, so to speak. It 
takes a lot of muscle to launch the 
32-pound kite with a wing span of up 


to 20 feet. An air speed of at least 12 
m.p.h- is required to get the kite air- 
borne and, as Snook says, "Ya gotta 
boogie" or run just about as hard as 
you would to break down a door. 


ALTHOUGH the longest flight on 


record is ntarly 14 hours, accom- 
plished in the Rocky Mountains, the 
length of the average flight at Warren 
Dunes is about 45 seconds.

"I've got to tell you that you arc tho la« people in the world who

Chunky home good- 
ness is in, as stated by amendments 
to the Television Code of the National 
Assoc. of Television Broadcasters. _ 


ARTHUR R. Taylor, president of 


CBS, told a group of station affiliates 
that "wo found ourselves confronted 
with a growing concern over the de- 
piction of violence on television and 
the changing moral climate of our 
society." 


Translation: the networks faced fed- 


eral control if they didn't clean house. 


But Taylor denies government pres- 


sure forced "family viewing." 


"Because family viewing is, like 


good taste, so difficult to define, and 
varies from home to home, the family 
viewing amendments were written not 
as hard-and-fast rules, but as state- 
ments of ethical standards..." 


THE UPSHOT IS that In 1975-76 


CBS' 8-9 p.m. lineup features eight sit- 
comes - "Rhoda," "Phyllis," "Good 
Times," "Joe and Sons," "Big Ed- 
die," 'M-A-S-H," "The Jeffersons" 
and "Doc."

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Flood-aid 
panel vetoed 
by panel 


A Dos Plaines City Council com- 


mittee rejected a proposal Monday 
night to form a flood-control commis- 
sion, but some aldermen said they 
may step up efforts to alleviate flood- 
ing. 


The council's water and sewer com- 


mittee turned down a proposal by Aid. 
Gerald Meyer, 7th, to establish a per- 
manent commission that would sug- 
gest long-range solutions to flooding 
problems. 


Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, chairman 


of the panel, said he viewed the sug- 
gestion with caution. Koplos said tho 
city has put a large amount of money 
In various flood-control programs In 
recent years and docs not need anoth- 
er program. 


Meyer said a commission was sug- 


gested to him by somu residents of 
homes that bonier one of tho creeks 
In tlw city. Meyer said tho commis- 
sion could help tho city set priorities 
for projects to solve flooding. 


1KMKVKII. both Koplos and Aid. 


Alan Abrams, nth, said the sewer and 
water committee work together with 
tho city engineering and public works 
departments have developed a num- 
ber of programs In recent years 
aimed at relieving flooding. Abrams 
snld the city has spent the bulk of the 
$800,000 It has received in federal rev- 


enue-sharing funds on flood-control 
and sewer improvement projects. 


However, Abrams added that recent 


heavy rains have shown that not all of 
the city's flooding problems have been 
corrected. 


"We may have been lulled into a 


fake sense of security," Abrams said, 
adding that the city council might 
want to consider reallocating more 
funds Into other flood-control projects. 


Ho said tho recent request from 


residents In the Cumberland Terrace 
area shows flooding problems remain. 
Abrams recommended that the engi- 
neering department continue Its study 
of tho cost to install a lltt station in 
the area to help prevent sewer sur- 
charging. 


Ellis Perl, assistant city engineer, 


said the report is being completed. He 
estimated the lift station could cost 
$15,000 to $40,000. 


WHILE ABRAMS and Koplos said 


they were opposed to the commission 
proposal, Aid. George Olcn, 2nd, and 
Aid. Daniel Klsslinger, 4th, said a 
commission composed of civil engi- 
neers could offer valuable advice for 
long-range flood-control planning. 


However, Abrams and Koplos noted 


that long-range efforts should bo han- 
dled by such agencies as the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District.

tho district's rectification of secre- 
taries about a year ago when seven 
secretarial classifications were re- 
duced to three. 


Secretaries also used to receive 


about 2.5 per cent annual salary in- 
creases. Under the new system, each 
secretary's salary is negotiated an- 
nually on an Individual basis. 


"This Is our biggest bone of con- 


tention," said Doris Beer, a Maine 
East High School secretary. "We arc 
supposed to be frozen at our current 
step." 


"Wo want to be classified according

Marlene Swimlcy of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years In prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said in passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swimley lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers are not usually cold and de- 
tached, he said. 


Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
Louis Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May 1, 


a ID-woman, 2-man jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt. 
Col. Duane A. Swimley, 46. 


MRS. SWIMLEY was arrested Jan. 


24, 
1974 outside the 
Woodflcld 


Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino. a state's attorney's in- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said, "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Except for a little bit of 
bad luck,'it might have been a murder 
case." 


In prescntencing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danz, of Lonbard, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DeRose about an airline refund check 
that bank records Indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out In a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony it was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking if he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Enderle 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery. 


State holiday death toll dips 


Holiday traffic deaths increase 


Tho number of trafffic fatalities 


over tho Memorial Day .weekend in- 
creased desplto continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on the nation's 
highways. 


Figures for tho first of tho warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to the trend set for Memorial 
Day 1074 when 390 persons were killed 
In (raffle accidents, a 14-year low. 


Tho lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted In part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1074, tho National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons In- 
cluded ttw energy crunch and tho 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1874 were 48,000 


tho lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 55,800. In 
Illinois there wero 1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1074 compared to 2,331 in 1973.

Monday showed 366 persons had died, 
on tho nation's highways since tho 
holiday period began at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day.

plane carrying the Edward Klkdo family of Chicago. 
Police said Kikclo, his wife, two children and his sister, 
were en route to their Wisconsin farm when the plane 
went down. Their bodies were found Sunday night. 


In a two-car accident Monday, Benny Levy Jr. of 


Waukegan was killed and five persons injured. Police 
said Levy's car veered across tho median on Interstate 


55 near Joliet and hit a car driven by Henry Walters. 


A number of children were among the victims of holi- 
day accidents. 


Six-year-old Colin Smith died near Naperville when he 


darted in front of a squad car. Thirteen-year-old Bryan 
King of Quincy was killed by a hit-and-run driver while 
riding his bicycle Sunday night. Three teen-age boys 
from Chicago, Charleston and DeKalb drownea In sepa- 
rate incidents, and a Chicago youth was electrocuted in 
a backyard accident at his home.

Teens giving you problems? 
There 
9s help for mom, dad after all

Tha high school student trying to es- 


tablish his Independence can create 
trauma for a family. 


While most parents go through a 


type of "crisis" as their youngsters 
grow up, few have the opportunity to 
talk it out with .others who can give 
objective insights Into this growing 
process. 


Parents of students at Maine North 


High School have this opportunity 
through parent group meetings — ses- 
sions where they can, spill their trou- 
bles, and sometimes, realize they 
don't really have a major problem 
after all. 


THE SESSIONS were started two 


years ago by Linda Sclway, social 
worker, and Jack Tanner, guidance 
counselor. 
Through their 
student 


counseling they realized th.it many of 
(lie students' problems could not bo 
handled strictly through school. Stu- 
dents often were having "growing 
pains" at home that were reflected In 
their attitude and performance at 
school. 


"A parent is in a tightrope situation 


at this time," Mrs. Selwny said. "Ho 
still is responsible for his child but it 
is very important to let his child go to 
make his own decisions." 


Three groups have formed over the, 


past two years that have put Tanner 
and Mrs. Sclway In contact with about 
30 parents. Many of them have prob- 
lems, but many ore just there to be- 
come "better" parents, Mrs. Sclway 
said. 


"In the beginning we were very 


careful to Invite people wl.ose kids 
didn't have any obvious problems. It's 
Important to share experiences," said 
Tanner. 


"THE PARENT who has made the 


commitment to come Is n step ahead 
of the parent who doesn't have the in- 
itiative to get Involved," Mrs. Selway 
said. 


The groups Include about 
four 


couples who set their own goals to 
work toward on a 10-week schedule. 
The first sessions arc used to break 
down inhibitions and develop trust for 
o p e n 
communications. 
Midway 


through sessions the group decides if 
their goals will be met and whether 
they should continue beynnd the 10 
weeks. So far every group has extend- 
ed beyond 10 weeks with one group 
meeting more than one year. 


Tlio discussions arc not limited to 


parents' communications with their 
children. One evening might open up 
discussion on one woman's first trip 
away from home and family, three- 
generation families or the question of 
how soon a teen-ager should be 


allowed to take a trip on his own. 


Tanner said another benefit of the 


group is that it "gives a view of what 
goes on outside the school." 


"This adds another dimension for 


both of us," Mrs. Selway snid. "What 
goes on is Information giving." 


THROUGH 
the 
information 
ex- 


change parents can get Ideas about 
how to work out their own problems. 
Parents also can open up and receive 
opinions and Ideas they might not re- 
ceive in a chosen group of friends. 


"We're not there to help them 


change their kids," Mrs. Selway said. 
"What we're saying Is we can help 
them understand what adolescence Is 
all about and help them understand 
their outlook on their'ndolescents." 


Tanner also said the groups provide 


one way to bridge the communication 
gao between the home and school. 
"Parents may get the idea that the 


school docs not want them around. 
Parents are sometimes intimidated 
by tl.t- school," Tanner said. 


Parents learn how to communicate 


with the school and that the school Is 
Interested in their opinions, Tanner 
said. 


"IT'S HELPED me a lot over the 


past two years," said parent Rita Gil- 
genbach. "It gives you n chance to 
talk to other people about your prob- 
lems. You get on Inside line on what 
Is going on in school." 


Her husband, Ray, also thought that 


"the fact that other people have the 
same problems and discuss the prob- 
lems, you better understand the prob- 
lem of the child. You can work a bet- 
ter angle around the problem when 
you know something about it." 


The sessions break over the sum- 


mer, but with the fall a new group 
will form to help bridge that gap.

Inlncd In tho newest Lake County 
Comprehensive Plan, which will be 
brought before the county board for 
approval In July. 


Syd Smith, principal chief of the 


county's advance planning division, 
said the Buffalo Grove area will be 
ono of the "center groupings" of ur- 
ban use. 


OTHER AREAS that were predicted 


as "center groupings" include Liber- 
lyvllle. Mundclcln, Harrington and 
Darrlngton Hills. 


Smith also said Lake County Is ex- 


pected to reach a population of 720,000 
by 2000. Currently the population fig- 
ure is around 383,000, he said. 


"I better explain that the basic is- 


sumption for all the 720,000 poop!" by 
2000 Is that it will not be overnight," 
Smith sold. "But I do want to say that 
with commercial use and residential 
use. we need controlled development 
for those future needs." 


The comprehensive plan breaks 


down those needs Into categories: 
housing, transportation, open space 
and recreation and employment and 
sen Ices. 


Smith said the plan docs not go into 


detail but mokes suggestions that are 
to be used as guidelines. 


"WE'IIE ADVOCATING that no 


plan Is perfect," Smith said. "As de- 
velopment and trends change, the 
plan Itself should change to reflect 
this. 


"The Lake County plan is amen- 


dable and should be amendable from 
time to time," Smith said. 


Much of Buffalo Grove's master 


plan Is Incorporated in the county 
plan, Smith said. Most communities 
who have master plans were included 
in county plan, ho said. 


"What wo would like is to get a 


compromise with idealistic planning 
goals and expressed goals of the 
community," Smith said. 


THE PLAN IS for land use only and 


Is not to be confused with zoning 
guidelines, Smith said. "But I Imagine 
it will have some influence on zoning, 
taxing or conservation ordinances," 
he said. 


The plan also docs not suggest an- 


nexation or use other than that cur- 
rently zoned, Smith said, adding that 
annexation is municipal, not county, 
jurisdiction. 


Tho plan for instance, would be of 


no hindrance nor influence on Buffalo 
Grove's or Wheeling's plans to expand 
by annexing the Chevy Chase area in 
Lake County, immediately north of 
both villages.

Holiday traffic deaths increase 


Tho number of traffflc fatalities 


over tho Memorial Day weekend in- 
creased despite continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on the nations 
highways. 


Figures for tho first of the warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to (ho trend set for Memorial 
Day 1974 when 300 persons wcro killed 
In traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


Tho lower speed limits wcro attrib- 


uted In part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1974, the National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons in- 
cluded tho energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1974 were 48,000 


the lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 55,800. In 
Illinois there were 1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1974 compared to 2,331 In 1973.

Monday showed 366 persons had died 
on the nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day.

A plane crash killing five persons and a car accident 


resulting in the death of a Waukegan man were among 
the worst accidents in Illinois during the Memorial Day 
holiday. . 


By late afternoon Monday, UPI's fatality count in 


Illinois showed 12 persons had died in traffic accidents, 
five in a plane crash and five in drownlngs. 


State police said 26 persons were killed In traffic acci- 


dents in Illinois during the 1974 three-day Memorial 
holiday and 29 died during the three-day period in 1973. 


AMONG THE ACCIDENTS marring the holiday this 


year was the crash Saturday night of a single-engine 
plane carrying the Edward Klkdo family of Chicago. 
Police said Klkclo, his wife, two children and his sister, 
were en route to their Wisconsin farm when the plane 
went down. Their bodies were found Sunday night. 


In a two-car accident Monday, Benny Levy Jr. of 


Waukegan was killed and five persons injured. Police 
said Levy's car veered across the median on Interstate 


55 near Joliet and hit a car driven by Henry Walters. 


A number of children were among the victims of holi- 


day accidents. 


Six-year-old Colin Smith died near Naperville when he 


darted in front of a squad car. Thirteen-year-old Bryan 
King of Qulncy was killed by a hit-and-run driver while 
riding his bicycle Sunday night. Three teen-age boys 
from Chicago, Charleston and DeKalb drowned In sepa- 
rate incidents, and a Chicago jouth was electrocuted in 
a backyard accident at his home. 


IN OTHER ACCIDENTS, David Kielman, 19, of Hess- 


ville, Ind., was killed in Bloom Township when his car 
struck an object and crashed on the Calumet Ex- 
pressway. 


Thomas Zaborsky, 25, Worth, was killed early Sunday 


when his car crashed head-on with a car driven by 
Pantelis Feronis, 21, Crown Point, Ind., who was se- 
riously Injured. Police said Peronis was driving the 
wrong way in the castbound lane of Interstate 80 when 
the accident occurred. 


Schaumburg 
woman gets 
3-9 years 
in plot to 
kill husband 


Marlenc Swimley of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years In prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said in passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swimley lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers are not usually cold and oe- 
tachcd, ho said. 


Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
Louis Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May I, 


a 10-woman, 2-man jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt. 
Col. Duanc A. Swimley, 46. 


MRS. SWIMLEY was arrested Jan. 


2 4 , 
1974 outside the 
Woodfield 


Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino, a state's attorney's In- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said, "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Except for a little bit of 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In presentencing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danz, of Lonbard, 
Invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DcRoso about an airline refund check 
that bank records indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out in a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony it was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking if he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted 
a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Enderle 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery.

Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
Louis Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment 


After a nine-day trial ended May I, 


a 10-woman, 2-mao jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt 
Col DuaneA Swimley, 46.

Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino, a state's attorney's in- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said, "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Except for a little bit ot 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In presentcncing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Dam, of Lonbard, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DcRose about an airline refund check 
that bank records indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records Indicate it was later 


paid out in a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony it was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, IS, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking If he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother.

Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office.

In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. Til have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce,

State holiday death toll dips 


Holiday traffic deaths increase 


Tho number of traffflc fatalities 


over the Memorial Day weekend In- 
creased despite continuation tills year 
of lower speed limits on tho nation's 
highways. 


Figures for the first of the warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to tho trend set for Memorial 
Day 1974 when 390 persons were killed 
In traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


The lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted In part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1074, the National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons In- 
cluded the energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1074 were 48,000 


the lowest since 1064 when 47,000 were 
killed.

State holiday death toll dips 


Holiday traffic deaths increase 


The number of trafffic fatalities 


over the Memorial Day weekend In- 
creased despite continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on the nation's 
highways. 


Figures for the first of the warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to the trend set for Memorial 
Day 1074 when 390 persons were killed 
In traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


The lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted in part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1074, the National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons in- 
cluded the energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1974 were 48,000 


the lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 55,800. In 
Illinois there were 1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1974 compared to 2,331 In 1973.

Monday showed 366 persons had died 
on the nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 6 p m. Fri- 
day.

State police said 26 persons were killed in traffic acci- 


dents in Illinois during the 1974 three-day Memorial 
holiday and 29 died during the three-day period In 1973. 


AMONG THE ACCIDENTS marring the holiday this 


year was the crash Saturday night of a single-engine 
plane carrying the Edward Ktkcio family of Chicago. 
Police said Klkclo, his wife, two children and his sister, 
were en route to their Wisconsin farm when the plane 
went down. Their bodies were found Sunday night. 


In a two-car accident Monday, Benny Levy Jr. o( 


Waukegan was killed and five persons injured. Police 
said Levy's car veered across the median on Interstate 


55 near Joliet and hit a car driven by Henry Walters. 


A number of children were among the victims of holi- 


day accidents. 


Six-year-old CoUn Smith died near Naperville when he 


darted In front of a squad car. Thirteen-year-old Bryan 
King of Quincy was killed by a hit-and-run driver while 
riding his bicycle Sunday night. Three teen-age boys 
from Chicago, Charleston and DeKalb drowned in sepa- 
rate incidents, and a Chicago youth was electrocuted in 
a backyard accident at his home. 


IN OTHER ACCIDENTS, David Kielman, 19, of Hess- 


ville, Ind., was killed in Bloom Township when his car 
struck an object and crashed on the Calumet Ex- 
pressway. 


Thomas Zaborsky, 25, Worth, was killed early Sunday 


when his car crashed head-on with a car driven by 
Pantelis Peronis, 21, Crown Point, Ind., who was se- 
riously injured. Police said Peronis was driving the 
wrong way in the eastbound lane of Interstate 80 when 
the accident occurred.

Clinic in Palatine for medical tests 
and examinations, and they can learn 
sonv< of the basics about health prob- 
lems In their high schools, but there 
aren't too many places they cnn go lo 
n»k health questions openly and con- 
fidentially," she said. 


Mrs. Ross said she Is planning to 


distribute a regular health newsletter 
lo teens throughout the three-township 
area to give them upddtod health In- 
formation. 


She also Is planning to ha<'o written 


and audio-visual health Information 
available In her offices at The Bridge 
Youth Services. 43413 E. Northwest 
llwy. in Palatine, for teen-agers and 
their parents lo use. 


"TEEN-AGERS seem willing to ask 


for accurate Information but don't 
have enough places to find It. Adults 
arc Just the opposite. Many of them 
want to know more about the some 
health problems, but are afraid to 
ask," she said. 


The bureau has been offering free- 


part-time health counseling to teen- 
agers for tho past year, 'most of 
which has centered around unwanted 
pregnancy," said Margaret E. Her- 
man, bureau director. 


"We have been trying to help these 


girls decide what they should do about 
theii* pregnancy, and then we refer 
them to the agencies that can help 
them the most," Mrs. Herman said. 


The bureau's part-time ticnlth coun- 


selor, Diane Wilkinson, counseled 45 
teen-age girls on problem pregnancy 
last month compared to 23 girls who 
were counseled on pregnancy in April 
1074, Mrs. Herman said. 


"More tccn-ogcrs arc becoming re- 


laxed about coming here imd talking 
ultn a professional about their health 
problems. We're not out to duplicate 
s e r v i c e s offered by other area 
agencies. But we do have Information 
resources that arc not ns available to 
them In this area," she said. 


MRS. ROSS sold she plans to ex- 


pand the hours that health counseling 
will be available at the bureau, and is 
compiling a list of suburban agencies 
that teens can be referred to for vari- 
ous medical problems, she said. 


Teens can presently call the bu- 


reau's hotline at 35B-TALK to make an 
appointment with a health counselor 
on utcknlghts and weekends. 


She also Is planning "rap sessions" 


and seminars this summer at loca- 
tions In all three townships where both 
teem and adults can talk annul health 
questions and problems, she said.

Marlcne Swimley of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years in prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said In passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swimlcy lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers arc not usually cold and de- 
tached, he said. 


Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
L o u i s Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May 1, 


a 10-woman, 2-man jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt 
Col. Duane A. Swimley, 46. 


MIlS. SWIMLEY was arrested Jan. 


24, 
1974 outside the 
Woodfield 


Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino, a state's attorney's in- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said. "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Ewept for a little bit of 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In prescntencing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danz, of Lonbard, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DcRosc about an airline refund check 
that bank records indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out in a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony It was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking if he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted 
a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Enderle 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery. 


State holiday death toll dips 


Holiday traffic deaths increase 


The number of trafffic fatalities 


over the Memorial Day weekend in- 
creased despite continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on the nation's 
highways. 


Figures for the first of the warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to tho trend set for Memorial 
Day 1974 when 390 persons were killed 
in traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


The lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted in part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1074, the National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons in- 
cluded the energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1974 were 48,000 


tho lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 53,800. In 
Illinois there were 1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1974 compared to 2,331 In 1973.

Monday showed 368 persons had died 
on the nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 0 p.m. Fri- 
day. .

By late afternoon Monday, UPI's fatality count In 


Illinois showed 12 persons had died in traffic accidents, 
five in a plane crash and five in drownings. , 


State police said 28 persons were killed In traffic acci- 


dents In Illinois during the 1974 three-day Memorial 
holiday and 29 died during the three-day period in 1973. 


AMONG THE ACCIDENTS marring the holiday this 


year was the crash Saturday night of a single-engine 
plane carrying the Edward Kikclo family of Chicago. 
Police said Kikclo, his wife, two children and his sister, 
were en route to their Wisconsin farm when the plane 
went down. Their bodies were found Sunday night. 


In a two-car accident Monday, Benny Levy Jr. of 


Waukegan was killed and five persons Injured. Police 
said Levy's car veered across the median on Interstate 


55 near Joliet and hit a car driven by Henry Walters. 


A number of children were among the victims of holi- 


day accidents. 


Six-year-old Colin Smith died near Napervillc when he 


darted in front of a squad car. Thirteen-year-old Bryan 
King of Qulncy was killed by a hit-and-run driver while 
riding his bicycle Sunday night. Three teen-age boys 
from Chicago, Charleston and DeKalb drowned in sepa- 
rate Incidents, and a Chicago youth was electrocuted in 
a backyard accident at his home. 


IN OTHER ACCIDENTS, David Kielman, 19, of Hess- 


ville, Ind., was killed-In Bloom Township when his car 
struck an object and crashed on the Calumet Ex- 
pressway. 


Thomas Zaborsky, 25, Worth, was killed early Sunday 


when his car crashed head-on with a car driven by 
Pantells Peronis, 21, 'Crown Point, Ind., who was se- 
riously injured. Police said Peronis was driving the 
wrong way in the eastbound lane of Interstate 80 when 
the accident occurred.

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Equalize 
library tax 
load: village

The Palatine Village Board Monday 


called on the Palatine Public Library 
District to spread the cost of $1.3 mil- 
lion In bonds for the new library to all 
residents of tho proposed expanded li- 
brary district. 


Tho board voted 5-1 to nsk tho li- 


brary board to study ways to split tho 
cost of the library bonds among all 
residents of the proposed expanded li- 
brary district, rather than just resi- 
dents of the Village of Palatine. 
Trustee Fred H. Zajonc voted agulnst 
tho motion. 


Currently, new residents of the li- 


brary district would not bo required 
to pay off (ho $1.3 million bond Issue 
for the library at Bcnton Street and 
N o r t h w e s t Highway because Iho 
bonds were Issued by tho village be- 
fore tho library become a district 
with bonding powers. 


IF THE BONDS for tho new library 


remain tho obligation of the village, 
only village residents would pay for 
tho library, which would be used by 
all residents of tho library district. 


This would result In Palatine resi- 


dents paying about 31 cents per $100 
assessed valuation for library ser- 
vices as opposed to the 23 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation tax non-vil- 
lage residents in the library district 
would pay. It Is uncertain what the 
amount would bo if tho cost of the 
bond Issue Is spread among all resi- 
dents of tho expanded district 


A c t i n g Village Atty. James 


McCarthy told tho board the bond is- 
sue could bo dissolved and a new bond 
Issue negotiated by tho library dis- 
trict. The other alternative is for the 
library district to levy sufficient oper- 
ating taxes to pay tho village tho an- 
nual cost of retirement of the 20-year 
bond issue so tho village would not 
have to levy taxes for tho bond retire- 
ment. 


"I think tho citizens of Palatine 


should turn down the library district 
expansion unless tho library agrees to 
do this (equalize library taxes)," 
Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin Jr., said. 
Ho added, "The library board has 
been loss than fully honest" In telling 
residents tho Impact of creating a li- 
brary district. 


Village fires policeman 
after 4th auto accident 


A Palatine patrolman has been dis- 


charged after being found guilty by 
the police and fire commission of In- 
attention to duty stemming from an 
April 1 car accident. 


Tho three-man commission Friday 


found Patrolman John M. Johnson 
guilty of Inattention to duty after 
Johnson's squad car struck an auto 
waiting for a traffic signal on North- 
west Highway at Smith Street. 


Johnson was Involved In three sim- 


ilar auto accidents during the past 
two years. 


Tho retention of Johnson "would re- 


sult In unreasonable risk to fellow of- 
ficers" and to residents of and vis- 
itors to tho village, tho commission's 
findings state. 


PAUL W. JUNG, commission chair- 


man, sold tho commission "took noto 
of the attempts that have been made 
to remedy tho problem through dis- 
cipline and driver's training." 


Johnson was given a three-day sus- 


pension and received special training 
in police driving following tho other 
accidents. 


Jung said the commission consid- 


ered psychiatric examinations and 
recommendations far treatment by 
two doctors. 


"Tho reports don't state but Imply 


that Johnson's mental status Is not 
conductive to operate a patrol ve- 
hicle," the commission's 
findings 


stated. 


Jung said the commission consid- 


ered placing Johnson in a non-patrol 
position or granting him a medical 
leave of absence, but tho "needs of 
the police department and the man- 
power situation would not allow these 
alternatives." 


JOHNSON'S ATTORNEY. Arthur 


H. Zimmerman of Chicago, did not 
enter a plea. He said Johnson was ex- 
amined by an Elgin psychiatrist who 
determined that Johnson's perform- 
ance as a patrolman is affected by a 
terminal medical condition that af- 
flicts his 4-year-old son. 


Jung said the commission "was 


sympathetic to Johnson's situation" 
but that it has "an obligation to the 
community." 


Palatlno police officials say they do 


not know if Johnson plans to appeal 
tho decision. 


Officials said tho department will 


request that the village board replace 
Johnson at Its next regular meeting. 
The village police and firo commis- 
sion will appoint a new patrolman 
from an existing list of candidates who 
have passed written and physical ex- 
aminations. 


Tho three earlier accidents involved 


Johnson's driving a squad car Into a 
ditch April 3 at Colfax Street and 
Northwest Highway; driving into a 
concrete bridge abutment June 9, 
1973, on the north side of Illinois Ave- 
nue at Salt Creek; and ramming into 
tho rear of another squad car Oct. 23, 
1973.

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Schaumburg 
woman gets 
3-9 years 
in plot to 
kill husband 


Marlcne Swlmley of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years in prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said In passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swlmley lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers are not usually cold and de- 
tached, he said. 


Mrs. Swlmley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $23,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
L o u i s Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May 1, 


a 10-woman, 2-man Jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt 
Col. Duane A. Swlmley, 46.

Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino, a state's attorney's In- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape

Except for a little bit of 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In presentencing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danz, of Lonbard, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DeRose about an airline refund check 
that bank records Indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out In a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony It was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking if he could ob- 
tain a "hitman" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Enderle 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swlmley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery.

Holiday traffic deaths increase 


Tho number of trafffic fatalities 


over tho Memorial Day weekend In- 
creased despite continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on tho nation's 
highways. 


Figures for the first of tho warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to tho trend set for Memorial 
Day 1974 when 390 persons were killed 
In traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


Tho lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted in part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1974, the National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons In- 
cluded the energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1974 were 48,000 


the lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 55,800. In 
Illinois there were 1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1974 compared to 2,331 in 1973.

Monday showed 366 persons had died 
on the nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day.

I'd be lying if I said I 
wasn't proud of what went on Inside 
my doors every day. 


But, alas, my days seem numbered. 


You see, they want to move all my 
students to a sparkling new high 
school which will be able to provide so 
many more services than I'm capable 
of providing. Naturally, this distresses 
me, but the truth is that I've kind of 
been expecting this for a few years 
now. 


Well, I could go down fighting to re- 


main the school I am, but I'd rather 
go down graciously. But I have one 
last request. I don't wnat to be called 
Palatine High School if I'm used for 
adult education or special education. 
My whole life has been spent as a to- 
tal High School. Now that I'm on my 
last leg, I hear all these people saying 
how much they loved me and how 
they want me to keep my name no 
matter for what my halls are used. 


When a family wants a name to 


continue on even after the family 
head dies, it often names one of the 
children by tho same name as the fa- 
ther. Let me just say that I think it 
would be a great honor for me indeed 
if they named that sparkling new 
school after me. 


People remember other people long 


after they're gone, but it's just not the 
same with buildings like me. Why 
hold a big 100th birthday party for me 
next year if I'm going to be gone and 
forgotten in a few years? 


Let me tell you, if I still had some 


of the ol' pep and fire left in me, I'd 
see to it myself that I was remem- 
bered. But since I don't, I'll have to 
ask that you sec to it for me. When 
Building 6 is born, let it have my 
name. Then, at least my memory will 
live on, even if I can't.

The $3.2 million public library 


apparently will be built In Mount 
Prospect without a referendum. 


Three key village board members 


Indicated Monday they will not seek a 
referendum on the Issue, based on re- 
ports that It would be difficult. If not 
Impossible, to call back $4 million In 
bonds Issued to finance the project! 


Discussion of (he Issue Is scheduled 


for tonight's village board meeting, 
with a vote expected on the ref- 
erendum. 


Trustees Edward B. Iltica Jr., Mi- 


chael Mlnton and Leo Floras arc ex- 
pected lo join Mayor Robert D. Tel- 
chert and Trustee E. F. Richardson In 
supporting the library project. 


TKICHEtlT AND Richardson last 


year voted for the library, which was 
approved by the previous village 
board without a referendum because 
bonds were Issued under village homo 
rule powers. The five independents 
who uon election to the board this 
April campaigned heavily on the li- 
brary Issue, charging that a referen- 
dum should have been conducted. 


Rhcn said the reports Issued by fi- 


nancial consultant Paul D. Spccr and 
the law firm of Chapman and Cutler 
show that the bonds cannot be re- 
called. 


"We have no power to force people 


to sell them back to us," Rhca said. 
''You cannot hope lo get them all 
back." 


Morooscr, Rhca noted the reports 


show the village must use the money 
for a capital Improvement rather than 
operating expenses. 


"We have the money. We can't get 


out of the debt," Rhca said. "1 don't 
know of any capital purchase In the 
village thai Is more deserving than 
the now library." 


MIVTON CITED the Chapman and 


Cutler report as the major influence 
on his vote. "They state that there Is 
no precedent for this case and that a 
test case would have to be (lied. It It 
my experience that this would be very 
costly," he said. He added the village 
would be open lo a number of legal 
challenges In such a case. 


"Without hearing lite arguments 


voiced by the other trustees, 1 would 
say let the library stand." Minton 
said. 


Floras said that while he had not en- 


tirely made up his mind, he was Ivan- 
Ing toward the library project. "The 
expenditures already made with the 
architects would mitigate heavily 
against going back on the project." 
Floras said, noting a report from the 
library board. 


Even If the project were scraprjcd, 


tho village would have to pay $137,200 
In architects' fees. Floras said that if 
the matter went to referendum and 
was defeated "It would be difficult for 
mo to justify that kind of waste. I 
don't over like to be foolish. I don't 
believe in totally throwing money 
away," he said.

Bond fund use 
for alternative 
project 'shaky* 


Mount Prospect would be on shaky 


legal ground if it tried to use a $4 
million bond lss-:e for something other 
than a new publ'c library or purchase 
of office space, according to a report 
from the Chicago law firm of Chap- 
man and Cutler. 


Howard Hush, attorney with the 


firm, recommended the village file a 
test case with tho courts If a decision 
were made to abandon the library proj 
oct. He said there is no precedent in 
such a case because the bonds were 
issued under home-rule powers. 


"Because there is so tittle case law 


on tills subject and because of the fact 
that the home-rule concept Is so new 
In this state, we cannot give specif* 
answers to all the questions you 
raise," Hush said in his report. 


HUSH IS THE second to filo a re- 


port on the $4 million bond issue as 
requested by the village board. The 
first was filed by Paul D. Spccr and 
Associates, Chicago, a bond con- 
sultant. The board members called 
for the Information, saying it was 
needed before they could decide 
whether to conduct a referendum on 
tho $3.2 million public library project. 
Board members have said they want 
a referendum but only If it Is possible 
and practical to cancel the library 
project. 


The report stales that because the 


bonds were issued only six months 
ago, the village might have difficulty 
trying "to justify to a court the ex- 
penditure of the board proceeds for a 
different purpose." The bonds were Is- 
sued to finance the library and pur- 
chase of the Mount Prospect State 
Bank building. 


Hush said It would be even more 


questionable to use the money for op- 
crating expenses as originally pro- 
posed by Trustee Richard N. Hend- 
ricks, who wanted to use the money to 
pay employes' salary raises. The at- 
torney sold such action would in ef- 
fect be taxing residents for 20 years to 
pay for the 1975 fiscal operations.

3-9 years 
in plot to 
kill husband 


Marlenc Swimley of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years in prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said in passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swimley lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers are not usually cold and de- 
tached, he said. 


Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
L o u i s Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May 1, 


a 10-woman, 2-man jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt 
Col. Duane A. Swimley, 46. 


MRS. SWIMLEY was arrested Jan. 


2 4, 
1974 outside the 
Woodfleld 


Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino, a state's attorney's 
in- 


vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said, "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Except for a little bit of 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In presentencing testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danz, of Lonbard, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DeRose about an airline refund check 
that bank records Indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out in a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony it was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
year-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking if he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Enderle 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery. 


State holiday death toll dips 


Holiday traffic deaths increase 


Tho number of trafffic fatalities 


over the Memorial Day weekend In- 
creased despite continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on tho nation's 
highways. 


Figures for the first of the warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to tho trend set for Memorial 
Day 1974 when 390 persons were killed 
In traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


The lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted In part to saving between 8,000 lo 
10,000 lives during 1074, tho National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons in- 
cluded the energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1074 were 48,000 


the lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1973, the total was 55,800. In 
Illinois there were 1,958 traffic deaths 
during 1974 compared to 2,331 in 1973.

Monday showed 366 persons had died 
on the nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day.

In a two-car accident Monday, Benny Levy Jr. of 


Waukegan was killed and five persons Injured. Police 
said Levy's car veered across the median on Interstate 


55 near Joliet and hit a car driven by Henry Walters. 


A number of children were among the victims of holi- 


day accidents. 


Six-year-old Colin Smith died near Naperville when he 


darted in front of a squad car. Thirteen-year-old Bryan 
King of Qulncy was killed by a hit-and-run driver while 
riding his bicycle Sunday night. Three teen-age boys 
from Chicago, Charleston and DeKalb drowned in sepa- 
rate incidents, and a Chicago youth was electrocuted hi 
a backyard accident at his home.

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Schaumburg 
woman gets 
3-9 years

Marlcnc Swimley of Schaumburg 


was sentenced Monday to three to 
nine years in prison for soliciting a 
man she believed was a contract kill- 
er to murder her husband. 


Criminal Court Judge Marvin E. As- 


pen said in passing the sentence that 
Mrs. Swimley lacked credibility and 
displayed a "distant, cold detach- 
ment" to what she was doing. Mur- 
derers arc not usually cold and de- 
tached, he said. 


Mrs. Swimley, 33, of 322 Meacham 


Rd., posted a $25,000 appeal bond af- 
ter the sentencing. Her attorney, 
Louis Carbonaro, could not be 
reached for comment. 


After a nine-day trial ended May 1, 


a 10-woman, 2-man jury found the 
Schaumburg housewife guilty of try- 
ing to hire an undercover agent to kill 
her husband, Air National Guard Lt 
Col. Duane A. Swimley, 46. 


MUS. SWIMLEY was arrested Jan. 


2 4, 
1974 outside the 
Woodficld 


Theatres, where she met with Joseph 
Saladino, a state's attorney's in- 
vestigator posing as a contract killer. 


Judge Aspen referred to a tape 


recording of the meeting and said, "It 
might be argued that this was a bun- 
gled attempt. Except for a little bit of 
bad luck, it might have been a murder 
case." 


In prcscntcnclng testimony Monday, 


Joan and Edward Danz, of Lonbard, 
invoked the Fifth Amendment when 
asked by Assistant State's Atty. John 
DeRose about an airline refund check 
that bank records indicate was depos- 
ited in their account. 


The records indicate it was later 


paid out in a check written to Harold 
Blaauw, once sued by Swimley for 
alienation of affection, though the suit 
was dropped before trial. 


In earlier testimony it was revealed 


that Mrs. Swimley had offered a 15- 
ycar-old West Coast boy two airline 
tickets, which were never used, to kill 
her husband. 


THE ALLEGED plot began when 


her son by a previous marriage, Jo- 
seph Enderle, 15, reportedly contacted 
a neighbor boy asking if he could ob- 
tain a "hit man" to be employed by 
his mother. 


The neighbor later contacted a 


Rochester, N.Y., man, whose family 
contacted the County State's Attor- 
ney's office. Charges against Endcrlc 
for solicitation for murder later were 
dropped. 


In other testimony Monday, Swim- 


ley denied that he "beat or slugged" 
his pregnant wife, causing a mis- 
carriage. 


"I've got my son. I'll have to start 


all over again," Swimley, who has 
custody of their son Duane, 8, said af- 
ter sitting quietly through the sentenc- 
ing. 


He since has filed for divorce, 


charging his wife with adultery.

Holiday traffic deaths increase 


The number of trafffic fatalities 


over the Memorial Day weekend In- 
creased desplto continuation this year 
of lower speed limits on the nation's 
highways. 


Figures for tho first of the warm 


weather national holidays appeared 
contrary to tho trend set for Memorial 
Day 107-1 when 390 persons were killed 
In traffic accidents, a 14-year low. 


The lower speed limits were attrib- 


uted in part to saving between 8,000 to 
10,000 lives during 1974, the National 


Safety Council said. Other reasons In- 
cluded tho energy crunch and the 
economy. 


Highway deaths for 1974 were 48,000 


tho lowest since 1964 when 47,000 were 
killed. In 1073, tho total was 65,800. In 
Illinois there were 1,058 traffic deaths 
during 1074 compared to 2,331 In 1073.

Monday showed 366 persons had died 
on tho nation's highways since the 
holiday period began at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day.

prudently and properly spending the 
federal revenue-sharing funds," Mrs. 
Kolerus said. 


"Township officials want the reve- 


nue-sharing program continued be- 
cause we have been able to provide 
social services to residents without 
additional taxation. We want to back 
up our request with facts," she said. 


PALATINE IS the first area town- 


ship to allocate $350 to mall letters in 
support of continued revenue-sharing 
to all U.S. congressmen. 


Howard I. Olscn, Palatine Township 


supervisor, said the township "is lob- 
bying for the continuation of the pro- 
gram on behalf of everyone in the 
township." 


"We are exercising what is the duty 


of our office In a proper and benefi- 
cial way," Olscn said. Although at 
least one township resident has criti- 
cized the township board's action. 


Ann Scollay, 669 Carpenter Dr., Pal- 


atine, said she opposes the action be- 
cause "it is denying me my regress 
on the situation. The township says it 


is writing all of the congressmen on 
behalf of everyone, but not everyone 
wants to see the townships receive 
federal revenue-sharing again," said 
Mrs. Scollay, a member of the Pala- 
tine League of Women Voters. 


Her husband, Jack, ran against Ol- 


scn for township supervisor on a plat- 
form that included phasing out town- 
ship government. 


OLSEN SAID revenue-sharing usu- 


ally comprises 33 per cent of the 
township's budget. Palatine Township 
has received about $300,000 in federal 
revenue-sharing funds since the pro- 
gram began four years ago. 


Mrs. Kolerus said the survey is an 


effort "to unify all county townships 
in getting the program renewed. 


"All townships in this area have 


been able to provide mental health 
services, services for the aged, for the 
poor and for the youth, and I think 
that almost all of the residents in any 
township have benefited from one or 
more of these services. And each of 
them is financed with revenue-shar- 
ing," she said. 


Muffler shop 
hearing 
continued 


Arlington Heights' zoning board 


Monday night continued a hearing on 
a muffler shop proposed for the north- 
west corner of Arlington Heights and 
Palatine roads because of doubt over 
how the property will be developed. 


The proposed Merlin muffler store 


would occupy only part of an 
L-shaped piece of land that fronts Ar- 
lington Heights and Palatine roads. 
The muffler shop would face Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


Backers of the project told the zon- 


ing board they plan to sell the Pala- 
tine Road portion of the property for a 
separate and as yet undetermined 
business. 


Legal tangles connected with selling 


part of the property and the unknown 
use prompted the zoning board to con- 
tinue the hearing to July 14. 


"We're not trying to discourage 


you. But It is extremely difficult for 
us to make a recommendation to the 
board of trustees on a piece of proper- 
ty that we don't know the ultimate use 
of,!' said Fredrlc Marks, chairman of 
the zoning board. 


Operators of the muffler shop are 


seeking a variation from the business 
zoning restrictions on the property 
that do not permit auto repairs. 


Because of heavy traffic at the in- 


tersection, the zoning board requested 
that the developer prepare a traffic 
study for the muffler shop. 


If traffic In and out of the shop Is 


limited, a muffler shop "may be an 
acceptable use on Arlington Heights 
Road," Marks said. 
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
